I was identified as a CIA employee, and for the first time 
to ay 10 years with the Agency 1 encountered seme hostile comments 
rt oa fe llow students about ay Agency association. I felt like an 
fB*®**fa* at a party. Most of the consents were directed 
***» Watergate. I mad# a concentrated effort to avoid entering 
into any discussion on this witter." 


II. Upcoming Events 


A. "CIA Today and Tomorrow" 


The second presentation of the three- day program starts Tuesday, 
26 June, with fifteen high-level speakers handling the bulk of the 
presentations. General Walters has agreed to make the final erne. 


Qq 12 June, at Headquarters, the last "CIA Review" was conducted 
far eight employees. The first such review was given in April 1955 , 
and since that time has been conducted about onc e a month, mainly 
far overseas returnees. For a time it served a worthwhile purpose, 
out in the past fa# years it ceased being the best vehicle fa our 
returnees, the new "CIA Today and Tomorrow" will be a better means 
of updating these officers as well as filling a training need of 
way other employees assigned at headquarters.
